One problem area is the under 10 group. 

There’s no league competition for that 
group, but at the insistence of the clubs, the 
Federation organises the matches and the 
players are required to have official pass- 
ports. 

This causes many coaches and parents to 
believe that it is, after all, an official com- 
petition — one to be won, 


Because there are set fixtures drawn up by 
the VSF, it is easy to keep a record of games 
won and goals scored... and many clubs do

this one you'll be on top.”’ ? 

_If they fail to come up with the goods, 
they are failures. 

Perhaps the clubs that operate in this way 
have not been adequately educated in the aim 
of the younger age groups. This aim is to allow 
the boys to play for fun and to learn the game 
while doing so. Many clubs play on reduced 
pitches with smaller goals. 

To eliminate the one big remaining prob- 
lem, the clubs should seriously consider doing 
away with official organisation at Federation 
level. 

Games could instead be organised via a 
simple phone-call to a neighboring club — thus 
removing any possibility of sense of league
